The letter was written at Quebec 
on September 17th, 1759 to the milit¬ 
ary Governor of Quebec a few hours 
before the capitualtion of that city 
The defeat of the troops on the Plains 
of Abraham on the morning of the 13 
if September left the fortress still in 
he poEcesrion of the French. Vaud- 
reuil, the governor, however, ordered 
he retreat of the whole army to 
Jacques Cartier leaving d e Ramczay 
ind his half starved garrison to shift 
dor themselves. 

For four days, de Ramezay, hoping 
'.gainst hope for the return of the 
irmy, bravely withstood the demands 
>f the enemy for the surrender of 
Quebec. The presence of a victorious 
| irmy outside the gates, the fleet in 
he river, the fire from tho batteries 
j >f Point Levis, to which no response 
( vas possible, and the pangs of hunger 
endered the inhabitants desperate 
ind mutiny was supressed with diff¬ 
iculty. 

It was at this stage de Ramezay 
sent out his touching appeal.

Paralysis appears to be a disorder 
I of -the muscles, but it is, in re ality, a 
cond’.Pon which results from a disard 
er of the nerves or the nervous mech 
inism which control the muscles. 
The disorder of the nervous control 
:auses either a rigidity of the muscles 
or a relaxed state; In either of these 
complete or partial loss of control 
exists, and the muscles, involved or 
he part served by the muscles, b 
said to be paralysed. j 

The disorder of the nervous control 
is caused by damage to the nervou 
ik-iu* I! the cord Is In hired, 

there is a loss of sensation below that 
point. The senses of touch, pain anc! 
temperature are lost because the con¬ 
nection wliic carries these sensations 
in from the skin is broken at the 
noint of injury. Paralysis does occu" 
is the result of infection, the action 
ef bacteria or living disease germs, 
fn certain cmmunicable diseases, the 
spinal cord is selected for cpec al 
ittack. This is the case in infantile 
paralysis, in which dsease, unforturrA 
ely, paralysis is one of the outstandi¬ 
ng features. Injuries of the head may 
result in paralysis on account of th< 
bone’s pressing on certain centres ir 
the brain which control the musclcn. 

The ruptuere of a blood ves:-el .x 
the brain means pressure; depending 
ipon the extent of the haemorrage end 
its location, paralysis to a greater o 
less extent occurs. This condition ir 
commonly called apoplexy or paraly 
lie stroke. The blood contained m the 
bood vessels is under pressure. If the 
wall of the blood vessel becomes weak 
ened, it may give way under this 
pressure and haemorrhage result. The 
blood vessels of the brain are particul 
arly delicate and that is why they 
give way first. The weakening of the 
blood vessel walls occurs as a result 
of disease, particular syphUis. In 
other cases, the break is not due to 
any particular weakening of the blood 
vessel walls, but to an increase in the 
blood pressure to a point that causes 
the blood to burst through the vess 
el wans. 

The extent of the relief which may 
be given to the paralysed depends up¬ 
on the cause of the condition. Many j 
forms of the disease can be helped; i 
some can be improved; for other.-, un 
fortunately, little or nothirg can be | 
done. Prevention is chiefly done thru 
the control of infections.
